OF ITS GOLD RESERVES

was made public today. 

Officials said the new valuation 
would be 280 or 290 milligrams of 
gold to one yen. 
the bank's reserves would be about 
1,300,000,000 yen. This valuation is 
still below that of the United States 
Government, $35 an ounce. The new 
Japanese figure make an ounce of 
gold worth about 100 yen, about $29 
at the current exchange rate. 

If translated into dollars at the 
rate of exchange, 1,300,000,000 -yen 
are about $377,000,000; but if it is 
'taken into consideration that the 
| Japanese valuation of gold still is 
about 17 per cent below the Amer- 
ican, the value of the bank's re- 
serves becomes about $455,000,000. 
| The book profit on Japan's revalua- 
‘tion has been estimated at about 
| 800,000,000 yen. 

To keep Japanese currency stable 
in world markets, the Government 
has decided to set up an exchange 
stabilization fund, using about 600,- 
000,000 yen of the Bank of Japan's 
gold reserves at the revalued price. 

Japan went off the gold standard 
in December, 1931.

Witness Recalled. 

Ludy Niebruegge, 24 years old, a 
plant employe, who yesterday as- 
sumed complete responsibility for 
the origin of “loyalty” cards and 
-bolicitation of members for an al- 
leged company union at the factory 
at a time when he was not em- 
-ployed there, was recailed to the 
stand today. 


He testified that he left Union 
“under fire” in 1935 when a short- 
@ge was discovered in his accounts 
as City Collector. The shortage 

{was refunded and he was not 
threatened with criminal action, he 
paid. 

Yesterday Niebruegge testified 
that as “an interested citizen” he 
‘enlisted the aid of loyal employes

The witness 
smiled and said “yes.” 
Niebruegge said he discussed the 
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situation with Raymond Gardner, 
who now heads’ the Commercial 
Shoe Workers, an _ independent 
union. The union has been at- 
tacked as a company-inspired or- 
ganization. The witness said that 
all cards and circulars had been 
printed at the Tribune office, and 
that printing bills remained unpaid. 
Cards Examined. 

It was brought out that WNie- 
bruegge was responsible for the 
naming of Gardner as chairman of 
the committee. Members of the 
committee now governing the in- 
dependent union, “chose themselves 
by activity in passing loyalty 
cards,” the witness testified. He 
added that, “possibly, I had the 
last word.” 

He said that 400 workers signed 
the cards, which were stored in a 
safety deposit box. On April 12, he 
admitted, August Meyers, office 
‘superintendent at the plant, was al- 
‘lowed to examine the cards and to 
‘make a list of all signers. In this 
‘connection, Niebruegge said he con- 
sidered the cards as only individual 
petitions to the management.

BAKERSFIELD, Cal., July 23.— 


|There’s plenty of farm work now. 


_but relief officials are fearful of 


what will happen next winter to the 
50,000 itinerants who have flocked 
in from the Middlewest. More are 
coming every day. 

Those working in the fields, earn- 
ing $2.75 to $3 a day, are not wor- 
ried. They dance and sing eve- 
nings in their squalid, often filthy 
camps. In three years, they become 
eligible for the State dole. 

“You can’t change the habits of 
primitive people from Southern and 
Middle Western States,” said Mrs. 
John Pratt, Tulane County Welfare 
Director. “You can't force them to 
bathe or eat vegetables.” 


THREATS OF SUICIDE 


Notes From Roger Oake of 
Washington U. Tell of Plan 
to End Life. 


A few friends and city detec- 
tives sought information 
about Roger B. Oake, missing 
Washington University student and 
language tutor, who in the last 
two days sent notes to friends and 
to the Post-Dispatch, declaring an 
intention to end his life. 

Oake, who was 28 years old and 
lived at 3678A Folsom avenue, was 
divorced a week ago by his wife, 
formerly and now again Miss Vil- 
ma Hennings, 4236 Flora place, 
daughter of Joseph Paul Hennings, 
manager of Eden Publishing House. 
Miss Hennings is employed by the 
publishing firm. 

In a note received by the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, Oake attached 
a map of Forest Park, cut from a 
map of the city, and indicated by a 
crossmark a spot near the foot of 
Art Hill, close to the lagoon. “My 
body will be found approximately 
in the spot indicated,” he wrote. A 
thorough search of the tract, which 
is overgrown with bushes, was 
without result. 

Notes from Oake, expressing sui- 
cidal intent, were received yester- 
day by two friends, the Rev. Ralph 
C. Abele, 5216 Mardell avenue, pastor 
of Holy Ghost Evangelical Church,

Oake was born in London and 
was teaching in a private school 
in Rybnik, Poland, when he met 
Miss Hennings there in 1931. She 
had gone abroad to spend a year 
studying art and music. They were 
married in Poland, and later came 
to St. Louis. 

Oake was a junior the past year 
in Washington University, in the 
Bachelor of Arts course, and did 
some private tutoring in French. 
He had received an award of a 
scholarship in Brown University, 
Providence, R. I., and lately con- 
sidered going there.

temper, that he quarreled, nagged | 


and suggested divorce, that he 
made no effort to support her, and 
that their incompatibility was such 
as to render happy marriage im pos- 
sible.

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MOST VALUABLE CROP 
OF WHEAT SINCE 1927, 


U. S. Bureau Says Export De- 
mand Will Result in Good 
Domestic Price. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 23. — The 
1937 United States wheat crop, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
said today, will be the most valua- 


ble one in 10 years. 

The bureau said production would 
probably total about 882,000,000 
bushels, of which about 175,000,000 
bushels would be available for ex- 
port. This surplus, it said, will fur- 
nish about one-third of the com- 
bined Wheat exports from surplus 


producing sections. 

The United States, it continued, 
would thus be the world’s largest 
exporter of wheat, resuming a po- 
sition it has not held for several 
years. Under ordinary conditions 
exporting of wheat would result in 
lower prices, the bureau said, be- 
cause of a decline of the domestic 
price to the world leyel. However, 
world supplies are expected to be 

small, and improv id demand, it 
said, indicated that domestic prices 
were likely to average higher this 
year than last.

GRADING STANDARDS FOR RICE 
AS IMPORTANT AS VARIETIES 


Government Lists 13 Greups Ia 
Classifying Quality of 
Grain. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—When 
buying rice it is helpful to know 
grade as well as variety. Variety 
indicates its choiceness as food 
and influenccs length of cooking. 
Grade indicaizs quality and influ- 
For nine years the 
Bureau of Agriculture Economics 
has graded rice on the basis of of- 
ficial standards promulgated by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Besides separate grades for brown 
rice and white rice, there are three 
classes for “broken” rices, which 
are used chiefly for industrial pur- 
poses. When cleaned, however, 
these broken rices are just as edi- 
ble as the whole grain, though not 
so attractive in appearance after 
cooking. 

For brown rice there are four 
Federal grades: Extra fancy, fan- 
cy. choice and sample grade. For 
white rice there are six ,rades:

MOSCOW, July 23. — A new po- 
litical shakeup was disclosed today 
with the announcement of promo- 
tions of three important officials. 

Tikhon Yurkin, Vice-Commissar 
of State Farms, was made Commis- 
sar.

BUDAPEST OFFERS TO PAY 
INTEREST ON HUNGARIAN BONDS 


Plan Does Not Apply to Arrears 
Existing Since Foreign Pay- 
ments Were Suspended.

NEW YORK, July 23.—An offer 
to resume partial interest payments 
to foreign holders of 65 issues of 
Hungarian municipal, ecclesiastical 
and private long-term bonds was 
announced yesterday by the Cash 
Office of Foreign Credits at Buda- 
pest. 

The offer provides for annual 
payments of 1% to 1% per cent in 
full satisfaction of interest falling 
due during the three-year period, 
Aug. 1, 1937, to July 31, 1940, but 
it does not apply to arrears txisting 
since 1931 when the Hungarian 
Government suspended transfer of 
interest on long-term foreign debts 
payable in foreign exchange. 

The offer results from negotia-

SEQUEL TO THE WHITEWASH VERDICT. 

In Chicago last Tuesday, a Coroner’s jury rendered 
the expected whitewash verdict of “justifiable homi- 
cide” in connection with the Memorial day massacre, 
when Chicago police fired point-blank into a crowd 
of steel strikers and their sympathizers, killing 10 
and wounding many others. The whole tone of the 
proceedings before the Coroner's jury was so obvious- 


‘ly prejudiced that union leaders declined to present 
‘testimony, on the ground that it was useless. 


Now comes the report of the La Follette Civil Lib- 


‘erties Committee, which held extensive hearings on 


the massacre, holding that the police used “excessive 
force” and exhibited “the most careless indifference 
to human life and suffering.” The police attack 
came “without warning,” and there was no provoca- 
tion for the attack except abusive lamguage on the 
part of the strikers and_the throwing of isolated 
missiles from the rear ranks of the marchers. The 
firing continued while the marchers were in retreat, 
and no attempt was made to render first aid. to the 
wounded and dying. rf

A Lawyer on the Labor Act Decision 


Supreme Court's approval of Wagner Act has been criticised as going far beyond 
intent of framers of Constitution; St. Louis attorney cites debates in convention 
of 1787 to uphold his view that Judges made “conservative and logical” applica- 
tion of commerce clause; describes origin of provision and early interpretations. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HEN the Supreme Court sustained the 

National Labor Relations (Wagner) Act 

as a proper exercise of Federal power 
under the commerce clause of the Constitu- 
tion, it held, in brief, that manufacturing is 
the subject of Federal power when a sub- 
stantial part of its raw materials as well as 
its finished products are the subject of in- 
terstate shipments—a position somewhat in 
conflict with former decisions. 

This decision was heralded, on the one 
hand, as a fine example of liberal interpre- 
tation. On the other hand, it met with se- 
vere criticism by strict constructionists, who 
insisted that the court’s construction of the 
commerce clause in this instance went far 
beyond the contemplation of the framers 
of the Constitution. 

This criticism, though of course not a new 
one, invites an inquiry into the historic 
background of the commerce clause. 

At the outset, the Constitutional Conven- 
tion had before it not only the famous Madi- 
son resolution, calling attention to the fact 
“that it is indispensably necessary that the 
United States in Congress assembled should 
be vested with the right of superintending 
the commercial regulations of every state,” 
but also the Randolph resolution, which, in 
dealing with the subject of commerce, said 
that the national legislature should have 
power “to legislate in all cases to which the 
states are separately incompetent or in 
which the harmony of the United States may 
be interrupted by the exercise of individual 
legislation.” 

> ” & 

It is evident from these suggestions that 
the framers of the Constitution saw the com- 
mercial disadvantages of doing business 
under 13 sovereigns and recognized the need 
for centralized authority in the regulation 
of commerce. The broad language of the 
Randolph resolution did not restrict the 
Federal power to mere transportation be- 
tween the states. It implied that state action 
might be incompetent and the harmony of 
the United States interrupted with respect to 
commerce in which more than one state was 
concerned, without interstate transportation. 

Varying state laws on hours of labor, etc., 
might be of such serious concern to man- 
ufacturing and commerce as to interrupt the 
harmony of the nation and therefore be “in- 
competent.” The type of commerce particu- 
larly indigenous to a single state should, of 
course, be exempt from Federal control, but 
where more than one state enjoyed the same 
type of commerce, that is, where it became 
national in character, the delegates evidently 
saw the need of one regulating power. 

The Randolph resolution, with its broad 
provisions for Federal regulation of com- 
merce, was unanimously adopted by the con- 
vention as a committee of the whole, and 
that without serious debate. The resolution 
was then referred to a committee of five, 
designated as a committee of detail, for 
proper drafting and report. The very name 
of the committee suggests that the conven- 
tion intended to invest it largely with mat- 
ters of form and not substance. 

When the report of the committee was 
submitted to the convention, the national 
power of Congress over commerce, embodied 
in the Randolph resolution, was thus brief- 
ly expressed: “To regulate commerce among 
the several states,” etc. The committee evi- 
dently felt the necessity, in view of the num- 
erous powers to be conferred on the national 


> 
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Government, to define those powers in brief, 
concise clauses. This phraseology was adopt- 
ed by the committee without debate, and as 
Mr. Randolph was a member, it seems rea- 
sonable to conclude that it was the opinion 
of the committee that this clause expressed 
the broad purpose outlined in his resolution. 

When the commerce clause first came be- 
fore the Supreme Court, the point at issue 
was not what was meant by commerce 
among the states, but what was the extent 
of Federal power over such commerce. It 
was conceded that state power was concur- 
rent and continued until Federal power was 
exercised. Had the court been called upon 
to consider specifically the question as to 
what was commerce among the states in a 
case where questions of broad general wel- 
fare were presented, it is not unlikely that 
a still more liberal definition might have 
been given. 

al . = 

In its analysis of the phrase, the court 
pointed out that the word “among” meant 
“intermingled with,” and that commerce 
among the states did not stop at the external 
boundary line of each state, but might be in- 
troduced into the interior. “Comprehensive 
as the word ‘among’ is,” says the court, “it 
may very properly be restricted to that com- 
merce which concerns more states than 
one. ... The genius and character of the 
whole Government seem to be that its action 
is to be applied to all the external concerns 
of the nation, and to those internal concerns 
which affect the states generally; but not to 
those which are completely within a partic- 
ular state, which do not affect other states, 
and with which it is not necessary to inter- 
fere for the purpose of executing some of 
the general powers of the Government.” 

Justice Marshall did not use the word 
“among” as synonymous with “between.” 
He seemed impressed with the idea that 
commerce among the states meant not mere 
interstate transportation but commerce 
which concerned more states than one. Con- 
sistently with the definition given, he might 
well have said that it meant the nation’s 
commerce as distinguished from that of a 
single state, and that Federal power over 
commerce extended to those internal con- 
cerns which affect the states generally. 

In denying the Federal power over mat- 
ters of purely state concern, he hastened to 
add the qualification, “which do not affect 
other states.” Thus he recognized that pure- 
ly intrastate commerce should be subject to 
Federal control if for any reason it affected 
the commerce of other states. In following 
this decision, the court has often said that 
commerce meant more than transportation, 
but included “intercourse of all kinds.” 

. . 

Business in the United States, even at the 
time of the adoption of the Constitution, had 
developed sufficiently to convince the dele 
gates to the convention that separate state 
action was wholly incompetent as a regula- 
tory agency. Since that time, our commerce 
has become in great measure national in 
character. The protection of that com- 
merce in many instances would seem to ne- 
cessitate the regulation of matters of purely 
internal concern. In other words, Federal 
regulation seems necessary to keep the tail 
from wagging the dog.

Let Us Have Peace 


President has enormous power, and 
that a great majority of the Amer- 
ican people are instinctively well 
disposed to any President. There is 
little doubt, for example, that after 
the election a year ago, President 
Roosevelt could have carried almost 
any policy which he presented with 
adequate arguments and promoted 
in a conciliatory spirit. 

What no President can do in this

$800,339 IN FIRST QUARTER 


Payment of Delinquent Taxes Aided 
Treasury, Comptroller Nolte 
Reports. 

Municipal revenue in the first 
three months of the current fiscal 
year, which began April 13, was 
| $800,339 greater than in the same 
period of the preceding fiscal year, 
|Comptroller Nolte reported today. 
Disbursements from the municipal 
revenue fund increased $148,105. 
| Receipts in the first quarter of 


(this year were $2,402,067 and dis- | 


bursements $4,744,559, compared, 
respectively, with $1,601,727 and $4,- 
596,453 in the corresponding time 
in the previous year. 

The remission of penalties on de- 
linquent taxes swelled the city 
treasury this year. Delinquent real 
estate tax payments grew in the 
periods of comparison from $661,111 
to $1,587,114, an increase of $926,- 
003, and delinquent personal prop- 
erty tax payments from $14,877 to 
$35,622, an increase of $20,744. Like- 
wise, fines collected in the Police 
Courts grew from $12,311 to $45,053, 
an increase of $32,742. 

Milk control work, not effective 
at the start of the preceding year, 
cost $32,318 in the first quarter of 
this year, but this will be offset by 
fees to be collected. Some of the 
larger increases in expenses in the 
first three months of this year, 
compared with the same term last 
year, were: Elections and registra- 
tions, $28,148, largely due to the 
mayoral election last spring; City 
Sanitarium, $20,355, and Negro hos- 
pital service, $21,628.

ARRIVES AND I$ ON DISPLAY 


Billy, Performing Chimpanzee, 
Traded in On Long-necked 
African Antelope. 


A gerenuk, or giraffe gazelle, one 
of the oddest of African animals, 
arrived at the St. Louls Zoo last 
night and was placed in a paddock 
at the antelope house. The animal, 
a female, was acquired by Director 
George P. Vierheller when he was 


in New York recently. 
This is the third gerenuk ordered 
by the Zoo, but the first to arrive. 


Two others died on the way across 
the ocean. This one was caught 
when young by Louis Ruhe, Ger- 
man animal dealer, and raised on 
his African farm, It is quite tame, 
Vierheller said, and was named 
“Putzi” by the caretaker, who ac- 
companied it on the boat.

ROOSEVELT SAYS TELEVISION 
SOON MAY BE NATION-WIDE 


Declares It Is Not Province of Re- 
actionaries to Mark Bounda- 
ries of Radio.

ORDERS COAL RATES CHANGED 
TO ASSIST ILLINOIS MINES 


I. C. C, Holds Southwest Has Un- 
fair Advantage in Missouri 
and Nebraska. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission | 
ordered today a readjustment. of | 
freight rates on nut bituminous 
coal from Illinois mines and south- 
western mines to destinations -in 
Missouri and Nebraska, to be made 
effective by Nov. 17. 

The order was designed to re- 
move und¢e prejudice against II- 
linois shippers to the benefit of 
Southwestern shippers. 

The Commission said the read- 
justment could be effected either 
by a reduction in rates from II- 
linois, or by an increase in rates 
from the Southwest, or both. The 
current rate from Illinois is 40 to 
45 cents a ton higher than the rate 
from the Southwest.

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Tiny Insects 
Beneath Skin 


Application of Sulphur Oint- 
ment Will End Annoying 
Itch.

N June 20, 250 years ago, an 

Italian named Cosimo Bonomo 

discovered that the cause of the 
common itchy eruption of the skin 
was due to a small spiderlike in- 
sect, the parasite of scabies. This 
discovery was of an importance 
far transcending its intrinsic value, 
because for the first time it was 
proved that a human disease was 
due to entrance into the body of 
something from the external world. 
The ideas that were prevalent at 
that time were that disease was 
due to changes in the chemistry 
of the blood or to the dislocation 
of the theoretical four humours of 
the body. That an insect, or plant, 
or poison from outside could enter 
into the body and make changes 
was, curiously enough, never given 
serious consideration. And, indeed. 
it was not until much later — in 
1834—that Bonomo’s idea gained 
any wide popularity. 
This was when Renucci, a medi- 
cal] student in Paris, showed the 
great professor of skin diseases 
there what he had learned from the 
old market women in his native 
Corsica. Renucci remembered see- 
ing these old women pick the itchy 
places on their fingers with a 


wriggling insect, and when he saw 
the same disease in the clinic, he 
demonstrated to the professor that 
it was a scabies insect which 
caused the eruption. 

Scabies, or the itch, is supposed 
to be a disease of filth and pover- 
ty, but it freqRently appears among 
those who are known as the upper 
classes. It occurs most frequently 
in the thin skin between the fin- 
gers, although it may appear on 
body. I have 


for many weeks before the actual 


nature of the eruption was recog- 


nized. It was thought that be- 
cause the patient was a member 
of the well-to-do classes in high 


society that it was impossible for 
the itch to attack him. The appli- 
cation of sulphur ointment in a few 
days ended not only the annoying 
itching and the eruption, but also 
the idea that it was due to allergy, 
or hypersensitiveness, or eczema.

ST. LOUIS girl, used to’ long 
vacations abroad or at Eastern 
resorts, is spending her sum- 
mer this year in Southeastern Mis- 
souri doing child welfare work. 
Outside a tiny office on the .2cond 
floor of the Butler County Court- 
house in Poplar Bluff, is a modest 
sign she painted herself—“State 
Children’s Bureau, Child Welfare 
Services—Miss Taussig.” She is 
Miss Mary Bolland Taussig, ener- 
getic, cause-loving daughter of the 
socially promineat Dr. and M°:>:. 
Frederick J. Taussig, whose “ash- 
ionable home is at 50 Westmore- 
land place. 

A graduate of Bryn Mawr Col- 
lege in 1933—a course interrupted 
to make her debut in St. Louis— 
Miss Taussig for the past two } :ars 
has been studying weifare work 
at the George Warren Brown 
partment of social we k of \Va° 
ington University. She will return 
to the university 
her third aud final year, after 
which she plans to go into sociai 
work professionally. 

The child welfare service in 
which she is at present engaged 
is one branch of the work of the 
State Children’s FEureau, the ex- 
tension of which has been made 
possible by the Social Security 
grant by the Federal Government 
to Missouri, matched by a State 
appropriatio and supplemented by 
county funds. As a_ temporary 
volunteer worker, Miss Taussig 
has been given the resporsibility 
of co-ordinating child welfare serv- 
ice in two counties that run down 
to the Arkansas  borde:—Butler 
and, to the west of it, Ripley. Her 
immediate supervisor is Miss Lena 
Rhue, a regular salaried director 
in charge of nine counties. in 
Southeastern Missouri. 

A day spent with Miss Taussig 
motoring through her territory 
convinced the writer that she was 
a young woman with real sympathy 
—in which there was not a trace 
of missionary condescension—for 
her “clients,” and a sincere en- 
thusiasm for her chosen work.

burden of dealing with homeless, 
delinquent and needy children has 
fallen on him and he is pleased to 
have assistance in what he calls a 
preventive program “to remove the 
hatcheries of crime and substitute 
something for them.” 

“The farmers are still hesitant 
about coming in to see me of their 
own volition,” Miss Taussig contin- 
ued. “They are not sure yet what 
my function is. It is all so new to 
them. They would rather go to 
their lawyer or minister or doctor 
for advice first. Saturday natural- 
ly is my busiest day. I am supposed 
to shut the office at noon but I’ve 
discovered I simply can't. It is a 
good deal easier to have the rural 
people come in to see you than to 
try to find them out on their 
farms.” 

The directions she gets are often 
vague and not always understand- 
able to one born and reared in the 
city, who is being exposed to rural 
Missouri for the first time. She 
bas learned that “a road” to a farm- 
er means not a four-lane paved 
highway, but a pair of ruts through 
a clearing, And not always so clear, 
either, as we found as we drove out 
to a foster home where a child had 
been placed before she took over 
the work. According to directions, 
we were to go out the highway to 
a certain deserted sawmill, then 
take the next road on the right 
into the woods. By the far corner 
of Farmer So-and-So’s fields, which 
we were expected to recognize, we 
were to watch for a clearing that 
looked as if people had had a picnic 
supper in it. A road ran up 
through there to the house. It ran 
through a knee-deep creek, how- 
ever. The car .idn‘t stand the bath 
very well and stalled. We proceed- 
ed on foot up the lane, which would 
have been impassable anyway a lit- 


tle further on, because two large 
trees had fallen across it. The 
youngster we were looking for was 
playing in the front yard of his un- 
pretentious foster home with a be- 
draggled chicken he had named 
Horsefly. 


Miss Taussig never starts out on 
such a call without taking her over- 
night bag along, in case she gets 
so far from home base that she 
can’t be back by dark or a little 
after. Only once so far has she not 
made it back to Poplar Bluff. That 
night she stayed with Miss Rhue, 
whose headquarters are at Dexter, 
in Stoddard County. (Miss Taussig 
was out of her district that day, 
working with her supervisor). 


By no means all of Miss Taus- 
sig’s work is in rural districts. 
Many of her juvenile cases are right 
in Poplar Bluff, where the urban 
experience she has had at the 
Board of Children’s Guardians in 
St. Louis stands her in good stead. 
But even in town, directions are 
not always explicit. “The other day 
I had a complaint about a family 
near a certain dump yard on the 
east side of the railroad tracks. The 
dump was there, sure enough,” she 
laughed, ‘and so was the family.” 

One juvenile case in Poplar Bluff 
on which she has worked concerns 
a i16-year-old girl who ran away 
with two boys, one 17 and one 13, 
in a stolen car. They crossed the 
southern border, pilfering groceries 
on the way, and were picked up 
over in Arkansas. The girl is now 
in a training school in Arkansas. 
She is to be released in September 
and it is a question whether she 
ought to be returned to her blind 
mother, from whom she ran away, 
or to be entrusted to other rela- 
tive for whom she feels more af- 
fection; or to be placed in a foster

home where family ties will be 
completely severed and she can 
start anew.

OOD foster homes where a 
(jeniia will be sympathetically 

and intelligently cared for are 
not easy to find. Much of Miss 
Taussig’s work is the investigation 
of homes where families have ap- 
plied for a child. 


“A farmer came in the other day 
and said he wanted to take a boy,” 
she related. “When I asked his 
reasons, he replied that he and his 
wife were lonely. They had reared 
a large family and the children had 
all scattered. Beside, he could use 
an extra hand on the farm. When 
I looked into it, I discovered he 
was a moonshiner. His wife once 
had filed suit for divorce and then 
dropped it. He got drunk at in- 
tervals and ran her off the place. 
Hardly a suitable environment in 
which to place a child!” 


Until a child can be placed to the 
satisfaction of all converned, he 
may be sent to the detention home 
in Poplar Bluff, a welfare project 
of one of the clubs. We went up 
there to call on one of Miss Taus- 
sig’s young charges. Now 13 years 
old and an orphan, the boy has 
been in and out of foster homes 
since he was a small child. His 
mother died insane and his father 
who survived her a few years was 
not a particularly good influence on 
the boy. He developed a tendency 
to steal, because, as the _ social 
worker analyzes it, he never has 
had anything of his own. Foster 
parents, one after another, de- 
spaired of him. He was a hand- 
some little fellow, brown-eyed, slow 
to speak or smile, having come to 
the bitter conclusion that no one

cared whether he did either. Tests 
he took recently at the State san- 
itarium at Farmington showed he 
had a brilliant mind, always sev- 
eral jumps ahead of his examiner. 
If the proper home can be found 
with foster parents willing to de- 
vote intelligent effort to discip- 
lining him, the chances are he will 
straighten out. That is Miss Taus- 
sig’s job. She has taken a special 
interest in the youngster, and hav- 
ing gained his confidence, finds 
him good company. She even has 
named her car for him! 

Sometimes in the evenings, Miss 
Taussig takes the young man to 
the movies. (He was much im- 
pressed with the father-son rela- 
tionship in “Captains Courageous.”) 
Last week she spent several eve- 
nings in the county court listening 
to the trial of a farmer accused of 
calf stealing. Judge Cope often 
keeps court late so that the jury- 
men, many of whom are farmers, 
will not have to be away from their 
jobs too many days.

Towns- 
people have been friendly but she 
must be careful not to indulge in 
recreation that might arouse un- 
favorable criticism. It is not easy 
for a young woman just 26 with a 
distinctly cosmopolitan background, 
an “outsider,” to go into a town 
the size of Poplar sluff—7500 pop- 
ulation—and win the confidence of 
its citizens. It is still harder to 
gain the trust of applicants from 
the rural areas of her two coun- 
ties. So Miss Taussig has over- 
looked no externals that might 
help. She goes to bed and gets 
up early, ashamed, she says, if she 
sleeps beyond 6 o’clock. She wears 
flat-heeled shoes, simp.e wash 
dresses, no make-up, no nail pol- 
ish. She doesnt smoke and never 
takes anything stronger to drink 
than a chocolate milk shake. 

Her office she has tried to make 
effective and hospitable to em- 
barrassed visitors. It had few ad- 
vantages to start with. The con- 
crete floor remains bare and there 
are no curtains at the one small 
window. But Miss Taussig has 
hung pictures of children on the 
dingy walls. She has adorned the 
plain desk with a canary yellow 
blotter and three small white pots 
filled with plants. A yellow waste 
basket is the only other spot of col- 
or in the ascetically bare room ex- 
cept for the stacks of pamphlets 
on child care which lend it a busi- 
ness-like appearance, 

The scenery of Southeastern Mis- 
souri is a complete revelation to 
Miss Taussig, traveler that she is. 
It is not surprising that she is 
finding the Ozark hills to the we.t 
of Poplar Bluff beautiful, but 
some will hardly share her enthu- 
siasm for the marshy lowlands that 
lie back of the Mississippi levees 
to the east. She is voluble about 
a field of cotto:1 in bloom, espe- 
cially when there are white geese 
waddling <cingle file up its rows.

The correct position of the feet, 
both in walking and in standing, 
is with the toes pointing straizght 
ahead, or with the feet toeing in 
slightly. Toeing out is a harmful 
practice, and may cause flat feet 
or fallen arches. 


The. weight of the body is in- 
tended to be carried in a straight 
line through the center of the foot, 
with all five toes used to give the 
final forward push to .every step. 
This can be accomplished only 
when the toes are kept straight 
ahead, so that the weight falls on 
the outside of the foot, and on the 
ball. 


Always place your feet so that 
they point straight ahead, or toe 
in slightly, for this attitude in 
standing and walking will do much 
to prevent weak feet and other de- 
formities. It throws enough of the 
weight of the body on the outer 
border of the foot, and prevents 
the strain incidental to placing the 
weight on the inner side of the 
foot.

the legs. Of course, it does not 
remove the hair permanently. The 
pumjce stone merely wears down 
and breaks off the hairs at the 
point where they emerge from the 
follicles. 

This method may be used as a 
temporary hair remover with per- 
fect safety. However, I would not 
advise anyone to use the pumice 
stone to remove hair from the face. 
It would prove too harsh a treat- 
ment for the tender, sensitive skin 
of the face.

Press half a nut meat into 
top of each cooky. Bake in moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees Fahrenheit) 
for 10 minutes or until brown. Re- 
move from pan at once.

Of Strangers 


Parents Should Be Careful in 
Teaching Them Ordinary 


Caution. 


By Angelo Patri: 


T is wise and right to teach 
| chudren to keep their distance 

from strangers. But it is not 
wise, nor right, to frighten them 
so that they are on the verge of 
panic at the sight of a new face, 
We ought to be able ‘o teach chil- 
dren all that is necessary about 
this without blighting their lives. 

One child’s mother impressed 
him with the idea that anybody 
who offered him candy was a like- 
ly kidnapper, so when Jack, the 
plumber at work on the pipes in 
the cellar, offered him a share of 
his chocolate bar, the youngster 
screamed murder much to every- 
body’s embarrassment and his 
own keen suffering. 


One rainy afternoon that fol- 
lowed a sunny morning, little Jane 
refused to get into the car of a 
neighbor who offered to take her 
home with her own little girl. “TI 
can't,” said she. “My mother 
says I mustn’t ever get into a car 
with you.” The neirhbor was not 
very close and while friendly, the 
two families saw little of each 
other. But the child interpreted 
the order to mean her neighbor 
along with others, and walked 
home in the face of a heavy storm. 


“Why didn’t you come in Mrs, 
Carey’s car? She stopped and told 
me she would bring you.” 


“You told me never to go in 
the car with her,” said little Jane 
stoutly. “You did so.” 


Children suffer needless fear 
about the whole matter. They 
have to be trained not to go with 
strangers, not to take gifts from 
them, not to talk to them about 
the family; 
them until their standing with the 
family has been made clear one 
way or the other. 


Words have different meaning 
when used by different people, es- 
pecially do they have different 
meanings to children and adults. 
If you tell a child not to associate 
with a stranger keep teaching him 
what you mean by stranger. The 
policeman, the doctor, the nurse, 
the postman, are not strangers, as 
the family regards them, but to 
the children they will be unless 
properly introduced and accepted. 

It won’t do to tell a child to 
run away from any stranger who 
speaks to them. Running away 
brings on panic, and that is the 
last thing we want to do. It is 
enough to teach the children to be 
reserved with those they do not 
know, to speak politely and brief- 
ly, but no more. Children are 
rarely in danger when in their

FTER all, listening in is no 
Arew thing. All science, all in- 

vention, all music, al! religion 
is just listening in on the universe, 
and one does not need a radio to 
do it. 

Or rather we make our minds a 
kind of radio receiving-set attuned 
to the truth we seek. The better 
the contact and the freer we are 
from static determines how clear- 
ly we hear. 

A man of science sits down be- 
fore the facts, intent, alert, listen- 
ing to learn the truth. He is like 
a man at an organ, trying now one 
key, now another, until he strikes 
the right one. 

When he strikes the right chord, 
unimaginable power is at his serv- 
ices. He learns the law of the 
power, obeys it, and then the power 
obeys him — mystery becomes a 
friend. 

Poets, too, are listeners, singing 
in the day what they beve heard 
in the silence of the night. Words- 
worth, brooding among the English 
lakes, became a prophet of our 
out-of-door age.
